falling, and for fome days being pretty eafie, and the 

Womb contraded, the Midwife took this Secundine to 

be a MoU or falfe Conception, but in about a weeek 

more (he began to difcharge plenty of Faetid Matter by 

the Vagina^ which continued, and in procefs of time 

flie felt a troublefom hardncfs on the Hjpogajlrium^ 

which increased daily for above 6 weeks, by which the 

Woman was brought fo low, they defpaircd of her Life, 

this lump, hardncfs and forenefs wrought upwards to the 

Regio Vmbilicalk.
